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September Hints,

Tar Faru mooths are the fulfillment
of the promise of the earlier season,
August saw the harvesting of the small-
er gralus, With Septémber the harvest
continues in the orehard and potato
ficlds. Wheme orohards are not woll
onred for this Is the “off years™ for ap-
ples; mo that all the earefal orchardists
will resllze handsome roturns. The
shipment of dead beef to Eorope han
evidently passed the specuiative stage,
and is fest setting Into a steady buosi.
ness, with reasovable profit to both
grower and agent, It we oan so
change our farmiug ns to send less
graln ont of the country and more beef,
it will be better for the sull nnd eonse.
quently for the sveeess of Ameriern
agriculture, It is time now to think of
this beef production for the foreign
winter market, sluoe fodder of all kinds
can be purchased pow cheaper than af-
ter it is stored In winter quarters, And
eattle will fatten easter in full Lhan st
hult other seadon.

ALL Sgrpixa is the special work for
September. If & hay crop is desired
on the seeded fiold next year, it may ba
obtained by putting in the grass soed
early this month, with a good waouring
either of fine stably manure or & chem-
leal fertilizer. Ground bope has eome
Into high favor for sueh purposes (see
“Some Manurial Substances,” August
No.); but we shonld prefer some pot-
nsh added Lo it, either In the formw of
nshes or commescial potash salt (muri-
ate of potagh). The special ehemical
maoures contaln the ingredients of bone
and alao potish. We have found them
to give striking results on our gras4
fields, It is good practice to mpply
some stable wanpre now, and then a
top dressing of chemical manure In the
spring.

Hye axp Waear should go In this
month. Hye will grow oo almost any
soll, but well repays the llberal feeding
from the manure plle, or where the
manure Is seare, from specinl fertilizers.
It cost little or no wore, aside from the
muoure, to raise 50 bushels of ryw per
sore than 10 bushels, One means pro-
fit, the other very modernte pay for your
work. Wheat has gone mostly out of
eultivation in the East on account of
the small crops obtalned, snd rust and
insecls. It Is n curions fact that sever-
al excellent whest erops we know of
belng grown on ehemieal fertilizers, not
ope has suffered from rust, Whether
due o the fertilizer we cannot say;
but the possibilities seem to be In fa-
vor of wheat growing agaiu on the At-
Inntic coast. As It Is vsuslly desired
(in the East) to bring Innds sown to
wheat or rye into grass, the practice of
sowing the grass seed with the greain is
s good one. If clover eannot be got in
by the 20th of August, it had best not
be sown thl spring, when it may be
sown directly on the fall sown whiat,
rye or griss, and brushed in, which
brushing will not Injura but greatly
benelit the former,

Tue Pasrunes have been getling dry
and scant of feed now for some weeks,
fo: which the fodder eorn will come in
mnlcely to belp out. Hut the pusture
should also be Improved, and now ls
the time to do 6. The brush cut the
first week of this month will not sprout
nguin.
